Four en- 
gines answered the first alarm, and when 
they arrived the engine-room and surround- 
ing buildings were enveloped in flames. Con- 
siderable difficulty was experienced in getting 
the engines to work, the water supply being 
wretched and the plugs nearly a quarter of a 
mile apart. At 12:30 the first stream was 
turned on, and a few minutes later streams 
were playing on the burning building; but 
the flames had extended from the engine 
room to the works proper and a large area of 
lumber piled about the grounds. second 
alarm was turned on, and two more engines 
came to the scene. The fire had assumed 
the proportions of a conflagration and was 
beyond control. The whole works, covering 
an area of a quarter of a mile square, were 
beyond saving at 2p. m., with the exception 
of the two finishing departments and a por- 
tion of the biacksmith-shop. The buildin 
were only one story high, composed of bric 
and frame. e engine-room was situated 
in: the northern part of the works, anda 
breeze from the north carried the flames 
through the whole building shortly after 
originating. The stock, building, and lum- 
ber were insured. The works were situated 
in the southern part of the city, and extended 
from the lron Mountain tracks to Columbus 
street, and from Anna to Dorcass streets. 
The loss on the building is estimated by 
Mr. McMillan, the President of the 
Missouri Car and mene ogg Company, to be 
$200,000. The insurance, distributed through 
all the com es in the Biossom agencies in

of which $70,000 is on lumber, and $148, 
on the building and machinery. The work 
of rebuilding will be begun as soon as the 
fire is putout, The foundry was entire!

INNOCENCE ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

The circumstances attending the execution 
yesterday of the man Tracy, convicted of the 
murder of Officer Huebner, were of the ordi- 
nary character of such affairs. The legal 
aspects of the case were somewhat out of the 
nsual style in this city. The man was tried 
and conyicted. The very able Judge who 
presided (who in addition to being learned fn 
the law is a most hymane man, always ip- 


} clined toa mereiful consideration of a case 


involving human life) had no doubt as to 
the justice of the verdict, and the Supreme 
Court, after three hearings, was unable to 
find any reason for interfering with the exe- 
cution of the sentence. The faithful coun- 
sel left no effort untried that ability could 
suggest in behalf of the prisoner. lt must be 
avery clear and overwhelming case indeed 
when a man under sentence of death fails to 
induce a delay, or a rehearing, or a postpone- 
ment in Chicago. 

In this case the prisoner asserted his inno- 
cence te the last. He denied e was 
legally convicted, and claimed that he died 
an innocent man. At the same time he 
made a solemn profession of religion, partic- 
ipated in all the offices of the church pro- 
vided for a death under such impressive cir- 
cumstances, and died professedly prepared 
to enter the future life, expecting the merci- 
$ul judgment of a reconciled God. 

Occasionally persons dying on the gallows 
acknowledge the fact of their guilt, and with 
contrition for their crime express prayer- 
ful hopes of heavenly pardon, but as a rule, 
or at least in a majority of cases, the per- 
sons cdnvicted to the last insist that they 
have been unjustly condemned, and, insisting 
on this, have claimed that they die repentant 
Christians certain ef a happy future. 

This seems to many persons to be irrecon- 
cilable. The multitude assume that in each 
case of this kind the prisoner must of neces- 
sity have been unfairly or unjustly convicted, 
and, as he claims, died innocent of the crime 
for which he is executed, er that he died 
professing inthe most solemn manner his 
certainty of divine pardon and sanctifica- 
tion, with a knowledge of his guilt, and 
therefore a deliberate falsehood, at the very 
moment of his entering eternity. In the 
latter case the judgment with the million is 
that his religious professions are untrue and 
hypocritical, and as a consequence that he 
died, in addition to being a murderer, with 
no possibile faith in any responsible future. 
All such religious professions, coupled with 
protestations of innocence, tend to destroy 
confidence in the religious convictions of the 
man making them. 

There is an explanation of this which is 
entitied to be heard. In the case of a man 
tried and convicted of murder the cenviet, 
if human in his feelings, cannot fall to be 
impressed with the efforts made in his de- 
fense. if the defense be that he killed his 
victim by accident, in self-defense, or after a 
quarrel, and therefore his crime, if any, was 
manslaughter, and not murder; or it the de- 
fense be an alibi, and that the evidence to 
sustain that alibi was unjustly set aside by 
the jury; or if any point, legal or otherwise, 
made by his counsel be overruled by the 
court or jury, the prisoner invariably be- 
comes conyinced that his defense is fully 
sustained, and that therefore his conyiction 
of murder is unjust and illegal, and that, his 
conviction being unjust and illegal, he is in 
fact an innocent man. 

In this case the prisoner, from first to last, 
claimed that he would die an innocent man. 
He did not deny in his last days that he 
killed Huebner; be insisted that he was in- 
nocent—that is, that the evidence against him 
was not strong enough to sustain a convic- 
top, and that, not having been convicted en 
sufficient and credible testimony, he was 
legally entitled to an acquittal, and, being en- 
titled to an acquittal, he was legally an “ in- 
nocent man ”’; that, being legally an innocent 
map, he was ne murderer, and his execution 

would be the execution ef an innocent man. 
Having heard all this pleaded ably and ear- 
nestly in his behalf, he was unquestionably 
conyinced that it was all right, and the 
fact that the jury and the courts refused 
in the face of the evidence to accept this 
theory he attributed to prejudice and a con- 
spiracy against bim. In ali this class of 
cases the claim of “innecence of the crime 
for which lam to be hanged” is based not 
on any pretense that the condemned person 
did not kill the victim, but npon the legal 
claim that his offense was not murder, but 
some crime of lesser degree. Hence the ve- 
hemence with which a man convicted and 
sentenced to death will protest his faith in a 
future life, and declare that his repentance 
for all his acts has been sincere and so unre- 
served that he has an unfaltering trust that 
it has been accepted, at the same time as 
earnestly protest that “dies innocent of 
the crime for which he is to suffer,” because 
he believes that instead of murder 
his. crime was manslaughtet, or be- 
cause he believes that the court erred 
in pale nrragren or the jury erred in believing, 
eertain testimony which ought for legal rea- 
sons to have been excluded;

quired to confess bis cult whether he t On 
the galiows or not, His declarations at that 
time are no evidence for or against him. 
Into his religious communion no one would 
venture to inquire—all that is between him 
and his Maker. 

These persons, however, regarding the ex- 
ecution of a prisonér asa purely human In- 
stitution provided by merely human laws, 
claim they are entitled to all the rights and 
privileges permitted by the law. If the 
prisoner believes that according to the law 
of the State his conviction and sentence were 
unjust and illegal, he separates in his mind 
the crime against the divine law and that 
against the State. He feels that he can ap- 
peal to the Supreme Judge, and, repenting in 
full faith, can obtain forgiveness of all his 
acts there: but he feels also that his offense 
against the law of the State is precisely what 
that law defines it to be and no more, and 
that, if the humay, tribunal imposes upon 
him a penalty for a crime which by its own 
definiuons he did not commit, he can hon- 
estly arid truthfully claim to be an innocent 
man. . The law of the State elasses all homi- 


cides under various degrees of crime, one™ 


only of these classes being murder, and that 
one only being punishable with death. The 
unfortunate man on the galiows, impressed 
by the pleadings of his counsel that the evi- 
dence did not justify a conviction of murder, 
yehemently insists that he did not commit 


that crime. 

The religions professions of persons un der 
sentence of death, coupled with the solemn 
professions of innocence, are so common 
and so grossly inconsistent that it is difficult 
to reconcile them except on the ground that 
one or the other protestation is false and 
hypocritical. While this may be, and un- 
doubtedly is often the case, we think they are 
often perfectly reconcilabie. The man under 
sentence of death, no matter how deeply his 
religious feelings and convictions may impress 
him, may at the same time be thoroughly 
eonvinced that his act was not legally mur- 
der, or that his conviction was not legally 
justified, and that evidence offered against 
him was not legally admissible, and that 
therefore his conviction was in violation of 
rights secured to him by law, and therefore 
he was legally innocent, and, believing all 
this, he may feel that in claiming to be in- 
‘nocent of murder he is asserting only what 
he believes to be absolutely true. In no 
other way can we find any other explanation 
of the generally demoralizing scene of men 
solemnly claiming to be “ innocent,” and at 
the same time professing their willingness to 
meet their Lord with a certainty of their 
election, The explanation is, that these 
men make their denial of guilt upon the 
ground that there was a legal defect in their 
conviction, and that, there being no legal con- 
viction, they are legally innocent.

THE “LONGS,” THE “ SHORTS,” AND THE 
PUBLIC. 


‘ The appeal made to the eourts by the short- 

sellers in what is known as the July wheat 
deal is attracting considerable attention 
throughout the country, and the drift of com- 
mercial sentiment, so far as we have been 
able to note it, is opposed to the stubborn re- 
sistance shown to the decision of the Board- 
of-Trade authorities. An article in the cur- 
rent number of the Nation, which also voices 
the opinion ot the New York Evening Post, 
states the case very clearly. After recount 
ing the circumstances of the “ deal,’’ refer- 
ence is madetothe Illinois statute which 
declares options to be gambling contracts and 
prohibits “ corners.”” In regard to the effect 
of options, the testimony of Mr. W. F. Ford, 
editor of Bradstreet’s Journal, is recalled, 
in which he produced a table before the in- 
vestigating committee of the New York 
Senate, showing there was no appreciable 
difference in the fluctuation of prices during 
aterm of years before option-trading came 
in vogue and @ term of years since that prac- 
tice has been general. As to the law against 
corners, the article continues as follows: 


The theory upon which the law proceeds is 
evidently the same as that upon which the old 
English re utes a forestalling and regrat- 
ing were based. idea ig that sarong some 
statute of this kind afew persons may possess 
themseives of all the food in the marke. and 
advance the price to any point they piease; in 
other words, produce a famine in the midst of 
pieaty. Yet tnere is a material difference be- 
tween the ancient law inst forestaliing and 
the modern law r pee contracts, The 
former was di lly against an act 
deemed dangerous to com munity—the act of 
mooopolizing the food-supply of the country. 
The latter is an attempted terference between 
two sets of “gambiers” in favor of one of them. 
The man who agrees to eell a certain quantity 
of wheat next month at pe osstats price, ex- 
pecting to buy it meauwhile at a lower price, 
is no facte entitl to more con- 
sideration at the hands of lawmakers and 
Judges than the man who agrees to Duy it ex- 
tet that it will command a higher price.

Itisadded also that the interference of 
the court “ will virtually put an end to all 


‘discipline and destroy every bond that holds 


the body [the Board of Trade] together.” 
This is undoubtedly the average commer- 
clal view of the controversy between the 
“longs” and “shorts” on the Board of 
Trade. Contracts for purchases and sales of 
a certain grade of wheat were made accord- 
ing to the rulesof the board. Certain of 
those who had agreed to deliver this kind of 
wheat before the Ist of August refused to do 
so, and refused to settle the differences 
against them according to the usual practice 
of the board. In technical language, they 
defaulted. A committee of the board was ap- 
pointed to fix a price—a proeess subjected to 
certain rules: If that committee was not regu- 
larly appointed, the time to protest against 
its authority was when itwascreated. The 


“shorts”’ did not protest then, but went be- | 


fore the committee, produced their witnesses, 
made their arguments, and thereby submitted 
to its jurisdiction. It was only after the 
price determined by the committee was un- 
favorable to them that they announced their 
intention not to abide by the decision, but to 
contest the trades in court. There is no 
question but members of the Board of Trade 
have the same right as other citizens to dis- 
pute the validity of contracts in court. It 
may even be conceded that the contracts in 
may be set aside as void under the 
law, and that the “shorts” will be able to 
escape the opligation they incurred by the 
rise in price of the stuff which they sold for 
future delivery. But such a decision will 
undermine the authority of the board, and 
establish a precedent for an appeal to the 
courts in case of loss which can hardly fall 
fo make speculative on the 
board altogether unreliable in the tuture. 
The “shorts” are mistaken when they 
assume that they have the sympathy of the 
public because they were the losers in the 
particulas transactions which they propose 
to contest, It is notorious that they sold 
wheat and kept selling wheat for future de- 
livery in such quantities (far in excess of the 
available supply) that they believed the buy- 
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for any other reason to carry out their 
deal to the end, the the price wold have been 
broken and the “shorts” -would have beep 
the gainers instead of the losers. This very 
course has happened withim the past two 
weeks as to the price of corn for future de- 
livery. The “longs” have not been able to 
maintain the price, and these who have 
been selling short will realize profits 
ranging from 10 to 15 cents a bushel. Is it 
to be expected that the public will now range 
itself on the side of the “longs” simply be- 
cause they are the losers in the eorn deal? 
Is it fair that an escape should be provided 
for the “shorts” in the one case and cut off 
from the “longs” in the other? It is in this 
light that the public views the matter. The 
contending factions on the Board of Trade 
are constantly striving for selfish advantage, 
without much regard on either side for the 
public interest. The “‘longs”’ maintain that 
they are working in the interest of the pro- 
ducers, and the “shorts” insist that they are 
working in the interest of the consumers. 
As a matter of fact, neither of the factions 
has any concern as to the ulterior influence of 
the result on public interests, but looks sole- 
ly to its own gains. Hence this public indif- 
ference as to victory. The public inter- 
est is limited to this one consideration: If 
the Board of Trade, in spite of or entirely 
outside of its speculative operations, is of 
yalue to Chieago and the North west, the pub- 
lic is concerned in its maintenance and use- 
fulness, which can only be assured by its 
demonstrated capacity to regulate its own 
affairs and enforce its own contracts. 


REFORM THE PRIMARY SYSTEM. 

The meeting of the County Central Com- 
mittee to determine the time for holding the 
next Republican County Convention again 
directs attention to the need of a radical re- 
form of the primary system. We sincerely 
believe there is nothing more imperatively 
demanded by the masses of the Republican 
party in this county than a complete renove- 
tion of the primary system. The edict has 
gone forth that the big bosses and the little 
bosses must go; that nominations must be 
fairly made or that they shall cease to be 
considered binding upon the yoters who are 
defrauded, swindled, bullied, and insulted 
at the primary meetings. 

The success of the precinct system in the 
Twelfth Ward has beén so striking that it is 
a mere question of time when it shall be 
adopted in a number of the other wards, In 
the excited Grant and anti-Grant contest, 
when it was supposed the full primary 
strength of the party was brought out, but 
1,200 votes were polled. In the primaries of 
last week under the precinct system about 
2.200 votes were polled. Though Davis car- 
ried every precinet, his opponents were satis- 
fied with the result. They made no allega- 
tions of fraud. Theycould make none. ‘The 
main strength of Davis then and since lies in 
the obvious fact, known and confessed by all 
men, that he carried his own ward fairly and 
handsomely. If it had been otherwise—if 
there had been no precinct primaries 
in the Twelfth Ward, and if it had been 
possible to allege fraud there with the 
same reasonableness as in the Eleventh 
Ward—acquiescenve in the result would not 
be so general among Republicans as it is. 
Precinct primaries probably saved a Repub- 
lican boitin the Third District. They will 
prevent many other bolts of individual vot- 
ers if they are generally adopted in the city, 
and a better class of nominations are thereby 
assured. 

The advantages of precinct primaries are 
(1) that they insure a comparatively full 
vote: (2) that they permit a fair vote; 
(8) that they tend to improve the character 
and efficiency of the persons put in nomina- 
tion. 

lf Republican voters are compelled to go 
great distances to the primaries, or to wait 
long for a turn to yote, or to brave personal 
encounters with Democratic “rounders ’”’ 
and take the consequences in black eyes and 
bloody noses, many of them will stay at 
home. Again: If one set of judges are to 
scrutinize all the voters they may innocently 
take a good many Democratie votes, or they 
may willfully favor one candidate at the ex- 
pense of another. Bat if judges are to be 
appointed at every precinct the difficulties of 
carrying out a fraudulent conspiracy will be 
immensely increased. Frauds are localized 
and minimized by precinct primaries. 
And among so many judges it is 
impossible not to appoint some honest 
ones. If, for example, twenty-seven men 
capable of conniving at fraud had been ap- 
pointed judges in the Twelfth Ward, the per- 
s#m responsible for the appointment would 
virtually have proclaimed his dishonest in- 
tentions, and the reaction would have done 
him more harm than good. It follows that 
if the primaries are made better in tone and 
more truly representative of the opinions of 
the Republican party better men will be put 
in nomination, and they will be easier 
elected. 

The County Centra] Committee should take 
this matter into serious consideration. When- 
ever a ward through its club or other organ- 
ized agency demands precinct primaries the 
request should be granted. Nothing has in- 
jured the Republican party of this county so 
much in the past or promises to injure it so 
much in the future as the prostitution of the 
primary system to the base purposes of de- 
signing and knayish men.

AN IRISH DISTRICT. 

The nativistic theory in American ‘politics 
was never carried to a greater extreme in the 
days of Know-Nothingism than it has been 
in the Second Congressional District of this 
city. The difference is, that while the Know- 
Nothings proclaimed, “* Put none but Amert- 
cans on guard,” the Second District is ap- 
parently unanimous in the purpose te put 
none but Irishmen on guard. At all events 
the Democratic Convention of that district 
was Irish, body and soul. The committee 
which called it was Irish; the citizens who 
voted at the primaries were Irish; the Chair- 
man and Secretary were Irish; the two can- 
didates presented were Irish; and, judging 
from the list of names, all the mem- 
bers of the convention were Irish. One 
of the Irish delegates who nominated 
one of the lrish eandidates urged his selec- 
tion especially because it would be a blow at 
John Bright and a rebuke to the ‘* Anglo- 
phobia” which he thinks prevails in this 
country. That was an Irish bull, without 
which the Irish character of the convention 
might have been open to dispute. There is 
no doubt now that the Second District is an 
Irish district, if the Democratic party is to 
have its way, and it isexpected that the Irish 
shall secure a national representative in the 
American Congress. If a Republican Con- 
vention anywhere were run by native-born 
Americans to the same extent that the Irish 
controlled the Democratie Convention of the 
Second District, there would be a howl 
of indignation from the naturalized 
citizens. It is believed that some Amer- 
icans, some Germans, and a good many 
Bohemians, Poles, and Scandinavians live 
and yote in the Second District, but the Dem- 
ocratie Convention opened its doors only to 
the Irish. We think that this circumstance 
will not arouse any general outcry, because 
the district was set aside for the Democrats, 
and they can do as they please with it. Still, 
it will be well enough to keep the nativistic 
character of the convention in mind for the 
purpose of meeting any unfounded charge of 
nativism which may be made in the future 
against a Republican Convention. We never 
expect to see a Republican Convention con- 
trolled so exclusively by any single nativistic 
element. It is to be regretted, however, that, 
since the convention was entirely Irish, re- 
flected the sentiments of an exclusively Irish 
constituency, and nominated an Irish candi- 
date, it did net avail itself of the best mate- 
rial at command. The Irish people of the 
Second District might have earned some dis- 
tinetion if they had chosen John F. Finerty 
to represent them—s@ man of brains, educa- 
tion, and rare oratorical gifts. The trouble 
is that Finerty is a man whom the Demo- 
cratic “gang” could not use, and the Irish

CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

In another column this morning will be 
found a continuation of Tug Trisunsz’s in- 
terviews with local candidates tor the Legis- 
lature on the subject of criminal-law reform. 
The practical unanimity of all the candi- 
dates spoken to in favor of reform is very 
gratifying and encouraging. It. ought to 
convinee some of the country members who 
are slow in waking up. to the needs of the 
cities that the demand’ for reform is not, as 
they have been led to believe, “mere news- 
paper clamor.” It did not in fact originate 
with Tue Tripune, But with the Chicago 
Commercial Club. It has not been advocated 
solely or mainly by this journal; but 
it has had the quiet and effective sup- 
port of, sw far as we know, every Judge 
on. the county bench—fourteen in all—of 
whom fiveare Democrats and nine Repub- 
licans. It has also the support of the State’s- 
Attorney and his assistants and of every rep- 
utable attorney, not 
cessful criminal lawyers,” at the bar of 
Cook County. The truth is that the people 
of this cOunty are thoroughly determined 
that the criminal code shall be reformed, or 
that they shall know the reason why. 
Property and life in Cook County are not as 
safe as they ought to be and would be if 
crime were properly punished. The crim- 
inal classes are better organized and more 
powerful in politics, society, and even in the 
halls of justice, than they would be if the law 
itself were not a plastic instrument in their 
hands. 

There is no respectable opposition to crim- 
inal-law reform in Cook County. With the 
exception of Randall H. White, who by some 
inscrutable chance slipped into the Legisla- 
ture from a strong Republican district twe 
years ago, and will slip out again with even 
greater celerity this fall—whether he is nom- 
inated or not—we do not know of a can- 
didate who is conspicuously opposing re- 
form. There is an obscure person of the 
name of Smith, said to be an attorney some- 
where in the northwestern part of the city, 
who is making vehement speeches in. favor 
of the criminal classes in the ward meetings, 
but as Smith cares for nobody except his un- 
fortunate clients, so also nebody but his 
clients cares for Smith. There is somewhat 
too much of Smith in the ward meetings. 
But it is not contemplated that he shall ever 
be removed to a higher sphere of uselesness. 

The trouble is not with the city districts. 
Itis withjthe country districts. Certain of the 
rural statest 2n; from Virden, Bunker Hill, 
Carmi, and other centres of intelligence per- 
sist in saying that the criminal Jaws which 
were good enough for their grandfathers in 
1818 are good enough forthem. So pvssibly 
they are. but the question is not what is de- 
manded for the suppression of crime in Vir- 
den, Bunker Hill, or Carmi, where one little 
calaboose easily holds thé entire criminal 
population, but what is needed in Chicago, 
Peoria, Quincy, Springfield, Joliet, Decatur, 
Cairo, Bloomingten, Rock Island, and ether 
cities of the State. It will not do for the 
rural statesmen—most of who * suc- 
cessful criminal lawyers ”—to re the 
demands of the cities. As we have frequent- 
ly taken occasion to show, the constituents of 
the country legislators haye even more rea- ' 
son than the residents of the cities to wish 
that life and property in the State should 
be everywhere reasonably secure, Visitors 
from the country are the natural prey of the 
professional criminals in the cities. But 
when a crime is committed on a countryman 
he is the person most likely to suffer for it. 
The police keep him in jail as a witness, but 
they let the thief, or confidence man, or 
garroter out on bail. The criminals have 
every advantage. They have an organiza- 
tion, with a central] treasury, to provide bail 
and pay “successful criminal lawyers’’ to 
defend them. They elect part of the City 
Government already, and may soon choose 
the County Government and turn the scale 
in close State elections. We say it is the 
duty of every honest citizen and every inde- 
pendent and fearless legislator to lend the 
aid of.his yoice and his vote toa reform 
movement which has for its aim the punish- 
ment of crime and the extinction of these 
criminal organizations.

The Khedive refused to receive the let@rs.

THE WAR, 
IT IS OVER. 

ALEXANDRIA, Sept. 15.—The Khedive and 
Sir Edward Malet, British Consul-General, 
will proceed.to Cairo as soon as the road is 
open. All offers of submission must be made 
to the Khedive nominally, but by actual sur- 
render to Gen. Wolseley. It appears that 
Kafr-el-Dwar has not yet been occupied. 
Negotiations for its occupation, it is ex- 
pected, will be concluded this afternoon. 
The announcement that the British had en- 
tered the earthworks yesterday was a mis- 
conception. Only Gens. Wood and Harman 
rode in with a small party in conse quence of 
the display of flags of truce. Roubi Pasha 
was commandant of the troops at Meks, and 
is deeply implicated in the rebellion. 

Phousands of Bedouins descended upon 
the Kassassin camp after the battle. The 
Fiftieth Regiment drove them off with logs. 
The Bedouins are hanging around Ismailia in 
great numbers, and promise to give trouble. 

The news of the capture of Arabi Pasha 
was received by the Arabs here with what 
was aparently the wildest enthusiasm. 
MAHMOUD BAROUDI AND SULEIMAN SAMI, 
who commanded the battalion which took a 
leading partin the burning of Alexandria, 
were recalled from Salihbiyeh by their 
friends, and fled to Upper Egypt. 

Ali Fehmy and Reshid Pasha were not 
captured at Tel-el-Kebir, but it is believed 
they have since been arrested at Cairo. 

The enemy’s troops from Mehaliet, Abou- 
kir, and Kafr-el-Dwar wiil parade at the 
front here; those from Mehallet Sunday, 
when they will surrender their arms, be strip- 
ped of their military dress, and disbanded in 
the presence of all the troops of Gen. Wood. 

In many instances the wounded Arabs 
fired upon the English after they had passed 
them. 

Lord St. Vincent cut down a natiye stand- 
ard-bearer and captured his colons.

DEFEAT OF THE AMERICANS OWING TO SEV- 
ERAL MISHAPS, 
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ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The Thames crew won the toss and selected 
the middle of the river. The crews were 
cheered as they took position. They zot 
away well together. The Hillsdales imme 
diately began boring out, but soon took the 
lead, rowing fifty strokes to the minute, Half 
a mile from the start the Iiil forced 
the Thames crew over toward the barge 
and a bad foul occurred, the oars of both 
crews being locked. After getting clear, | 
both crews steered yery wildly, but the Hills 
dales had a good lead. At Hammersmith 
bridge they were four lengths ahead. A 
quarter of a mile farther had been rowed, 
when the slide of Bowen, of the Hillsdales, 
broke, and 

THEY STOPPED ROWING, 
allowing the Thames boat to go well to the 
front. This order was maintained to the 
finish. The time was very go00d—20:40. The 
umpire awarded the race to the Thames 


crew. 
CAPT. TERWILLIGER, 


of the Hillsdales, telegraphs as follows: 
“The guide on my seat broke. The accident 
was unavoidable, We had the race well in 
hand at the time, and were leading by three 
lengths, I threw the seat out and rowed the 
balance of the course withont it. The fou} 
with the Thames boat was caused by the 
barge obstructing my view.” 

The Standard, in its eventing edition, says 
the time of the Hillsdales for the first mile 
was 4:28, and they had a lead of aclear 
length. Their time to Hammersmith Briage 
was 7:53; that of the Thames 8:01. The Hills- 
dales arrived opposite Cheswick Church in 
12:35. Capt. Terwilliger’s slide then broke. 
He held it up in his hand and threw it oyer- 
board. Notwithstanding the accident the 
Hillsdales’ time at the finish was only four- 
teen seconds bebind that of the Thames 
crew. The Standard, nevertheless, thinks 
the race has vindicated the English style of 
rowing and that the Americans were tiring 
rapidly when the mishap occurred. 

Gulston, who was to have acted as umpire, 
was absent. Chambers acted as umpire. 

THE “SPORTSMAN ” 
says: “Itis remarked that the foul in the 
race between the Hilisdales and the Thames 
crews today was very unfortunate. The 
Hillsdales were not to blame, but the occur- 
rence was due to their inability to steer prop- 
erly, owing to their steering withont a 
coxswain. No impartial person would ac- 
ecuse them of willful misconduct. I¢ is 
highly probable the Hillsdales would have 
won, as at the moment of the catastrophe 
they were going at a better pace than their 
opponents, and rowed a surprising stroke. It 
is a matter of surprise that they were able to 
attain suclia pace. The accusations which 
passed between the spectators on the 
steamers at the time when the 
course of the Hillsdales was most eceen- 
tric were quite unjustified. The steer- 
ing of both crews was involuntarily eccen- 
tric. It may be remarked that some papers 
will probably differ in their views as to the 
accident and the nature of the occurrence, 
as sporting reporters who are honorary mem- 
bers of rowing clubs, without purposely col- 
oring reports, are naturally inclined to take 
views most favorable to the English.” 
“THE. SPORTING LIFE” 
says: “The Thames crew steered no better 
than the Hilisdales. To say the race de- 
cidedly settles whichis the better crew is 
not so conclusive. It would be slight odds— 
only very slight though—on the English if 
the crews should ever meet again. A race 
steered by competent coxswains would settle 
the matter.” 
THE CREWS BANQUETED 
at the Holborn Restaurant as guestsof the 
North London Club. Wlilsorm presided, He 
toasted the Hillsdales and spoke in eulogistic 
terms of their condition under very trying 
circumstances. He observed that evey one 
was startled at the great pace they got out 
of their boat with their peeuliar stroke. 
TEBWILLIGER’S RESPONSE. 

Terwilliger thanked the North London 
Club for its courtesy and the Thames Ci ub 
for the gentlemanly manner In which they 
had met the Hillsdales, He deeply regretted 
the collision. lt was perfectly unintentional, 
and he could not let the opportunity pass by 
of apologizing to the Thames four. [* No, 
no; not needed.”] Terwilliger, continuing, 
said the Thames were the fastest four he 
bad ever met. At home he had been brought 
to look upon the English as an effete nation 
as regards athletics, but he had found to his 
cost that Britannia was mistress of the 
waves, not only on the seas, but on the rivers 


also. 

Canton, on behalf of the Thamas Club, 
thanked Terwilliger for the complimentary 
manner in which he referred to the Thames 
crew. He assured the Hillsdales that the 
Thames crew never for a moment eonsidered 
the fou! intentional. 

Hastie followed and said the collision was 
purely unintentional. ‘he Hilisdales were 
the fastest crew he had ever seen. Since 
their arrival in England the Hilisdales had 
behaved like gentlemen, and he was sorry 
they were going away so soon.

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ART OF LIP-READING. 


New Methods of Instructing the Deaf 
and Dumb—How They May Be Taught 
to Speak. 

Now York Herald. 

The training of deaf mutes has long been 
an interesting study, and in the past half 
century it has been systemized and brought 
to a high degree of perfection. Institutions 
exist here and abroad where those whom nat- 
ure has deprived of speech or hearing can 
acquire a knowledge of the arts, the letters, 
and the science of the world and freely inter- 
change ideas. The language of signs has 
all along been that which has been employed 
among them, and its capacity to convey 
all the utterances of the tongue has fre- 
quently been a source of wonder to those in 
full possession of their faculties. It has al- 
ways been a source uf regret, however, that 
deaf mutes in conversing are compelled to 
resort to pantomime, which in public is cer- 
tain to draw attention to their infirmity, and 
it is also deplored that they have been unable 
to receive ideas from the rest of the world 
unless communicated in writing or in the 
sign language with which comparatively few 
of the comniunity are familiar. A German 
gentleman who has devoted many years to 
the training of deaf mutes in Vienna has in- 
troduced here a system which is likely to 
enlarge the powers of deaf mutes in this a- 
rection. 

By this system the deaf mute is not ad- 
dressed by signs, but by ordinary words 
clearly and forcibly pronounced. By the 
movements of the lips in uttering them he 
interprets their meaning and communicates 
his own thoughts in the same fashion. The 
method of lip reading, at first deemed im- 
practicable, has of late been carried to great 
perfection, and its utility was recently demon- 
strated ina public manner at the reception 
of the Institution for the Improved Instruc- 
tion of Deaf Mutes, which is located at Lex- 
ington avenue and Sixty-seventh street. 
The system of instruction is what is 
generally known as the pure oral 
method. By it deaf mutes learn to 
speak orally and audibly, and to understand 
what is said to them by pret the move- 
ments of the speaker’s lips. The question 
naturally arises, *‘ How can a child that is 
born a mute learn to speak?” The answer 
is simple. Deaf mutes do not learn to speak 
inthe ordinary way, because they cannot 
hear. Their vocal organs are in the same 
normal condition as those of hearing and 
a persons. Though they cannot hear 

sounds of speech they can feel the vibra- 
tions caused in the throat and chest during 
the uct of phonation, and they can see the 
movements of the mouth accompanying 
sounds. Thus the sense of vision and feel- 

a tg to act as substitutes for the sense of 

earing. 

In teaching the deaf mute by the new 
method the pupil places one hand on the 
teacher’s throatand the other on his own. 
and imitates the elementary sounds and short 
words, By degrees the child is made to un- 
derstand the meaning of words and their 
grammatical formation into sentences, but 
oftentimes in the beginning of their studies 
the pupil makes comical errors by placing 
words in their wrong places. It is surpris- 
ing, though, to see in how short atime the 
scholar advances. Unlike most children at 
school, deaf and dumb pupils are anxious to 
learn. Their studies have a fascination for 
them, and they take as readily and eagerly 
to the class-book as they do to the play- 
~~ Besides learning to speak and read 

y the li they are instructed in all the 
branches of education which are taught in 
the common schools. in the advanced 
classes the ee recite their lessons orally 
like other children, and the teachers explain 
the lessons in the same manner as if they 
were teaching hearing pupils, the only differ- 
ence being that the latter see instead of hear- 
ing what is said to them. The curriculum 
comprises reading, writing, arithmetic, geog- 
raphy, history, grammar, composition, and 
rhetoric; the natural sciences, geometry, 
and drawing. The female pupils also receive 
~na Sc ag in all kinds of needle and fancy 
work. 

The question is often asked, What becomes 
of deaf mutes after they leave school? By 
reason of their infirmities they are debarred 
from some avocations in life, but there are 
many callings open to them in which they 
can not only successfully compete with their 
more favored feilow-men, but for which they 
are even better adapted than hearing persons. 
It is well known that whenever one sense is 
wanting es others become more acute. Being 
deprived of the sense of hearing, the sight 
of deaf mutes usually attains a remark- 
able degree of acuteness. They gen- 
erally have a great talent . for 
drawing and sketching, quite a number of

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The Reason Why Jay Gould 
Bought the Hannibal & 
St. Joe Road. 


It Was to Deprive the “ Nickel Plate” 
of It—Talk of His Buying 
That Road. 

A Still Further Limitation of Limited 
Tickets Between New York and 
the West. 


Agreement by the Roads Interested to Main- 
tain Rates to the Northwest. 


Why Gould Bought the Hannibal and 
St. Joe—HMe Wanted to Keep It Out of 
the Hands of the * Nickel Plate”—In- 
dications that Me Is Trying to Gobble 
Up the “Nickel Pilate” to Give the 
Wabash an Eastern Outict. 

The opinion is gaining ground daily that 
Gould in buying the Hannibal & St. Joe did 
not do itin the interest of either the Union 
Pacific or the Wabash, but simply to keep it 
out of the hands of other parties, and be- 
cause he believed it would be a good specu- 
lation. A prominent Union Pacific official, and 
one who enjoys the confidence of Mr. Gould 
as muchas anybody, stated to a TRIBUNE 
representative while in this city a day or 
two ago that he was quite confident 
that the Hannibal & St. Joe was 
not bought for the Union Pacific. That 
road, he said, had no use for it, 
and no desire to come east of the Missouri 
River, as by doing so it would antagonize all 
the lines east of the river, and it meant to 
keep on friendly terms with those lines. 
Neither did he think that the Wabash had 
any use for the line, as it already had a good 
and direct route ‘from Hannibal to Kansas 
City. 

It transpires that the principal reason why 
Gould bought the Hannibal & St. Joe was 
to keep it out of the hands of the “* Nickel 
Piate,” which has been trying to gobble up 
the road. It is stated that the owners of the 
“ Nickel Plate” offered to the parties hold- 
ing the Duff stock 45 cents per share for the 
same. Gould heard of this, and not desiring 
the * Nickel Plate” folks to get it, he opened 
negotiations for the purchase of the stock, 
and offered 42 cents for the same. ‘The hold- 
ers of the stock preferred to accept 42 from 
the Gould syndicate and let that combination 
have it. The “ Nickel Plate” people could 
have utilized the Hannibal & St. Joe to ex- 
cellent advantage, and could have formed a 
line that would have become a most serious 
competitor with the Wabash from the lakes 
to the Missouri River. As is generally 
known, the “ Nickel Plate”’ people now con- 
trol the Lake Erie & Western Road, which 
gives them a continuous line from Buffalo 
to Bloomington, Lil.; from Bloom n they 
could easily build a connection to Hannibal 
over the right of way of the Hannibal, St. 
Joe & Chicago, thus completing the through 
line to Kansas City. The consummation of 
this scheme would have greatly strength- 
ened the * Nickel Plate,” and would have 
placed the Wabash in a bad position. 

Aside from the fact that Gould wanted to 

revent the establishment of such a compet- 

~ line, he seemed to have had a still strong- 
er reason. It is reported that Gould has an 
eye on the “ Nickel Plate” andis trying to 
get control of it. It isthe general opinion 
that the road as now constituted will not be 
able to make expenses and that it will be in 
the market before long if itis not already. 
Gould by gaining & would immensely benefit 
the sWabash. He would not only forever 
destroy the attempts of the ** Nickel Piate”’ 
to build a competing line with the Wabash to 
the West, but he would thereby also secure 
a direct outlet for the Wabash from Chicago 
to Toledo, Detroit, and Buffalo. There are 
some who claim that Gould is now negotiat- 
ing with the “Nickel Plate” for the control 
ot their road, and that this is the reason why 
they have not yet commenced the construc- 
tion of the freight-houses on the Lake-Front, 
near Fourteenth street, although the road is 
to be opened for business Uct 1. In tho 
event of Gould gett the road it will come 
into the city over the Western Indiana where 
the Wabash comes in instead of by the Lili- 
nois Central. This road could not weil en- 
force the contract with the “ Nickel Plate ”’ 
for coming into the city by the Lake-Front 
because the contract provides that it is to use 
the Central depot at the foot of Lake street 
for its passenger station. The Illinois Cen- 
tral is unable to carry out this part of the 
contract, because Vanderbilt, who is part 
owner of the Central depot, refuses to let the 
new road come into the depot, and conse- 
quently it can run its passenger-trains no 
further than Twelfth street. 

It is not believed that Gould has any desire 
to keep the Hannibal & St. Joe permanently 
from the Burlington. He has no particular 
use for it, and it cannot be made profitable in 
connection with any line except the Burling- 
ton. lt was through Gould’s influence that 
the present traffic agreement between the 
Burlington and Hannibal & St. Joe was 
made, and there is no good reason why he 
should now try to break the arrangement 
which about a year ago he believed w be the 
best thing for the Hannibal & St. Joe. 
Gould will no doubt use the line at present 
to force concessions from the Burlington in 
the issue between that road and the Union 
Pacitic. Itis the Union Pacitic’s desire that 
the Burlington should make an agree- 
ment it will keep out of 
what the Union Pacific termed its territory 
in Northwestern Colorado. It is this de- 
mand of the Union Pacific which broke up 
the ling agreement between the Colorado 
roads on Denver, Colorado Springs, and 
Pueblo business. If Gould succeeds in for- 
cing the og jw to compromise that mat- 
ter with the Union Pacific, he will no doubt 
sell the Hannibal & St. Joe to the Burling- 
ton, as the Union Pacific people openly de- 
clare that they have no desire to come east 
of the Missouri River if the Burlington 
agrees to their demands regarding the 
Colorado business. They state that 
they do not demand that the Bur- 
lington should pledge itself not to 
build into their territory in Colorado 
permanently, but only during the life of the 
new pooling agreement, which was for one 
year. The Burlington people say they did 
not understand the matter in that way. They 
understood it to mean that the Burlington 
should not extend its road west of Denver 
during the life of the old “ tripartite agree- 
ment” between the Union Pacific, Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé, and Denver & Rio 
Grande. This agreement provided that those 
roads should not get into one another’s ter- 
ritory for a term of ten years, of which 
seven years have yet torun. If the Union 
Pacific really demands that the Bur- 
lington shall only keep out of its 
territory in Northwestern Colorado for the 
term of one year it is quite likely that a com- 
promise will soon be effected. It is stated 
that the Union Pacific’s refusal to sign the 
new agreement was not so much that it 
would not Jet the Burlington come into its 
territory in Northwestern Colorado for a 
long term of years as to find an excuse for 
upsetting the new pooling arrangement, find- 
ing that after it had been consummated it, 
had made rathera larger concession to the 
& Santa Fé on the 
Pueblo siness than ought to have 
been made. nder the agreement 
the road was to have had 3 per cent of 
the Pueblo business and the Union Pacilic 
afterwards thought that was too much. Con- 
sequentiy the issue with the Burlington was 
a godsend, as it let the Union Pacific out of 
al arrangement which, it is believed, should 
not have been made. None of the roads 
west of the Missouri River are anxious to 
engage in a war at present, and the indica- 
tions are that all of them will make conces- 
sions to prevent a war. As soon as this has 
been done Gould will have no further use 
for the Hannibal & St. Joe, and he will no 
doubt sell out to the Burlington if he can 
make a profit on his investment.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 15.—Private dis- 

patches received this evening from all the 
news centres in the grain-growing sections 
of the United States furnish an unusually 
interesting and important array of facts and 
figures concerning the movement of the 
crops, the yield of grain, the range of prices, 
etc. Each week’s developments in regard to 
the grain crop of the country, carried out 
more especially by tonight’s dispatches, 
show that the estimate originally furnished 
to the American public through the medium 
of Tux TRIBUNE cofrespondent’s dispatches 
of a total yield of 500,000,000 bushels of wheat 
for the whole country was correct. The 
results of the season’s harvesting 
and thr®shing so far, with accurate 
estimates of the results of what remains to 
be done, will not vary materially from these 
figures. Reports from all directions go to 
show that the past week has been one of the 
best and most favorable for completing the 
work of harvesting and forwarding the 
growth of corn known during the entire sea- 
son. Indeed, farmers in some localities, 
notably in Eastern Dakota and Southwestern 
Minnésota, have enjoyed exceptionally fine 
weather for the past six weeks, harvesting 
and stacking not having been inter- 
rupted for a whole day during the 
season.

Hi, Scott, Methodist, President of the 
Ohio University.

Co_tumapus, O., Sept. 14.—The Rev. A. H. 

Seott, President of the Ohio University at 

Athens, charged with entertaining heretical 

views, was formerly pastor of Town Street 

Methodist Episcopal Church of this city. 

From one who claims to be thoroughly 

familiar with the case the following facts 

have been obtained: At the last commence- 
mentin June two professors were not re 
elected by the trustees for certain reasons 
looking to the welfare of the college. It 
seems (hat one of them, at least, attributed 
his reinoval to influence of President 
Scott, that he and his friends inspired 
the present attack for revenge. Charges of 
heresy were therefore preferred in substance 
as follows: Denial of the doctrine of the 
trinity, of the divinity of Christ, of the vicari- 
ous atonementof original sia, and of the res- 
urrection of the body. President Scott is also 
charged with unlawful eriticism of the ac- 
tion of the Rock River Conferénce in expel- 
ling Dr. Thomas, of Chicago, and with being 
opposed to revivals, as well as with some 
other offenses in his ministerial acts and 
opinions. hese charges will be tried at the 
annnal conference in lLronton, mee on 
the 20th instant, and, from the high arac- 
ter, ability. and position of the accused, the 
event will excite generai interest. The dep- 
ositions of some of the witnesses were taken 
at Athens on thel2thinst. Public sentiment 
here appears to be strongly in favor of the 
accused, and his friends claim that he wiil be 
acquitted without difficulty.

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SUBURBAN. 
LAKE VIEW. - 

The regular meeting of the Lake Shore Club 
was held Thursday evening. The Committee 
appointed to ascertain to what extent the prop- 
erty-owners on Evanston avenue, between Di- 
versey and Surf streets, had encroached upon 
the public highway, reported that they bad par- 
tially looked into the matter, and presented a 
map made by Mr. Wolcott, the surveyor, which 
shows that the property-owners on each side of 
the street in the biock mentioned had appropri- 
ated from two to eight feet. The committee 
was given more time to look up the records. 
The following resoluuons were unanimously 
passed by the club: 

WHereas, The Trustees of the Town of Lake 
View, heretofore, in the year 
ordinance giving to the Chicago 
Railroad Company the rigot to build and gper- 
ate a railroad through suid town, provided said 
railroad should pe completed —— n @period of 
time whicb has nearly expired; 

WHEREAS, We are informed aa believe that 
said company will build and operate said road 
provided a sbort extension of time be granted 
and the company be aliowed so to lay its tracks 
in Southport avenue as to conniect with the 
tracks as allowed by an ordinance of the City of 
Chicago now in force; therefore 

Resolved, That the interests of the residents 
and property-owners of tne town require that 
such concessions be made, and that the injury, 
if anyy which will result to individual interest 
therefrow is not ot so general or grave a char- 
acter that it should be ehowes to stand in the 
way of the general good, and that the Board of 
Trustees be requested to pass an amendment 
which will cover said points. 

The Commissioners appointed by the court 
to make the special assessment for the sewer- 
main which is to be constructed on Fullerton 
avenue have determined the amount the prop- 
erty to be benefited by the improvement is to 
puy, and all that remains to be done is to finish 
upalarge amouat of clerical work to extend 
the tigures on the tax-roll, which, however, wili 
pe ready in time to be submitted at the October 
term of the court. The cost of the improve- 
ment will be about $38,300, as furnished to the 
Commissioners from the estimates made by the 
Town Engineer. The terrirory over which 
the cost is to assessed is a mile in 
width and about two miles in  iengtn, 
extending from Fullerton avenue north 
to Belmont, and from Clark street west 
to the river. The property fronting on Fuller- 
ton avenue is assessed at the rate of $1.70 pes 
front foot, on account of its receiving the 
mediate benefit of the sewer and being able te 
drain into it at once. The lots fronting on the 
first street north of Fullerton avenue are as- 
sessed 17% cents per front foot, and from this 
on to Belmont avenue the distance has been 
divided into sections, with a gradual reduction 

ot two cents oad front foot, until it reaches the 
northern limit, where the assessment is five and 
one-quarter cents. The cpeperny west of the 
railroad-track, exce [oo ronting on Fulier- 
ton avenue, has not The assess- 
ment-roll contains about 12,000 lots, and is about 
as large as the tax-roil for the entire town was a 
few years ago. 

LAWNDALE. 

A complaint comes from Lawndale, the semi- 
suburban section which forms the Seventh Pre- 
emet of the Sixth Ward, that the citizens are 
not afforded adequate police protevtion. It is 
stated that on the evening of July 3 a number 
of misguided young patriots celebrated by 
smashing the winddws of Millard Avenue Bap- 
tist Church and that since that time there have 
been numerous attempts at burglary. On 
Thursday morning there waa a fire in a frame 
building on Genesee avenue, and as the nearest 
engine-house is three miles distant the building 
was totally desuoyed. Lawndale is under 
the guardianship at night of one police 
officer, whois reported to be the owner ofa 
aairy there,and it is alle that the officer 
devotes most ot his time to bis private business 
and devotes his even tosleep. It is alleged 
that he bas been found asleep on several oo 
casions and that on the night of the fire he 
could not befound for a considerable time. 
It is stated that certain citizens are 
ready to testify to tmese facts and to 
the urgent need for more police protection 
at Lawndale. The proper course for them to 
pursue if they believe they bave ground of com- 
plaint against their solitary officer would be to 
ome resent awora charges in writing to the Chief of 

olice, who will doubtless order an investiga- 
tion forthwith. As to an increase in the force, 
it must be remembered that Ohicago is a very 
big city with a comparatively small number of 
available trolimen, and many dengely- 
poo & stricts have to get along with very 

w policemen. 
PULLMAN. 

The connections between the water systems 
of Hyde Park and Pullman being complete, wa- 
ter was yesterday turned on for the first time, 
with bighly satisfactory results. The eight- 
inch metre at Pallman registered the flow of 
100 cubic feet per minute, and its capacity is 
stated to be much larger. According to the 
terms of the cofitract between the Village of 
Hyde Park and the Pullman Companies, the 
village is to furnish water for ten years at $50 
per 1,000,000 galions, the Pullman Companies to 

y $25 per 1,000,000 ealions for each 1,000,000 gal- 
ons used in excess of 52,000,000 galions 
per month. The Pullman Companies turther 
guarantee that the contract shall be worth $6,000 
per apnum to the village. In the foundations 
of the water tower at Pullman are powerful en- 
mop which pump the watertothe tank, 160 

et above the ground, whence it is sent to all 
parts of city, tank is made of boiler 
iron, fifty-six feet in diameter, thirty feet in 
hight, and holds 500,000 gallons. arrange- 
ment gives an excellent pressure througbout 
the city, and so decreases the rates of insurance 
as to defray in a large measure the cost of the 
tower. By this connection with the village 
water-works Pullman now receives clear, 
— from Lake Michigan, a distance of 
miles.
